EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes and/or

Response to Arguments 

2. Applicant arguments in the Appeal Brief filed April 26, 2004 regarding the 35 U.S.C. 
103(a) rejection of Claims 1 - 16, 21 - 29 and 36 - 37 as being unpatentable over Shanton 
(U.S. Patent No. 5,776,619), of record in the previous Action, have been considered and have 
been found to be persuasive. The rejections are therefore withdrawn. Claims 1 - 16, 21 - 29 and 
36 - 37 are allowed as discussed below. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record discloses a paperboard container comprising a paperboard substrate comprising a styrene 
- butadiene finish coating and an acrylic resin finish coating, but fails to disclose a paperboard 
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container comprising a paperboard substrate provided with a first finish coating layer consisting 
essentially of a styrene - butadiene finish coating and a top coating finish layer consisting 
essentially of an acrylic resin finish coating, wherein the first and second coatings contain up to 2 
pounds of mineral filler per 3,000 square foot ream and wherein the food container exhibits a 
surface gloss of at least 40 gloss units as measured by test method ASTM D523-89, 60 degree 
method. Unexpected enhancements in the properties of the container are provided by the claimed 
coating as discussed on page 19 of the specification and page 4 of the declaration submitted by 
the inventor.
